Some 907 people would get a cut of up to 
25 per cent in housing benefit, out of 4,692 
Cherwell tenants.

Working-age people deemed to have 
"extra, unused bedrooms" would lose cash 
under the new rules, due to be introduced 
across the UK from April 1. 

A Conservative housing boss said the 
change would see many tenants moving to 
smaller homes, freeing up houses for families. 

The council - which pays out the benefit - 
said 706 people would lose 14 per cent of 
their benefit, as they 
have one "extra" 
bedroom. 

A further 1 66 would 
lose 25 per cent, as

they have two or more 
"extra" bedrooms. 

Housing benefit is 
paid to people on a 
low income and covers 
part or all of their rent, 
depending on their 
income and 
circumstances. 

Cherwell District 
Council's Debbie 
Pickford said: "We 
have a lot of families 

waiting for three-bedroom houses and lots of 
single people living in them." 

The lead member for housing said of those 
affected: "It will be beneficial to them 
because it will be a place they can afford to 
live in. 

"They can do a couple of hours extra work 
a week or they can move somewhere 
smaller." 

Banbury's Conservative MP, Sir Tony 
Baldry, said the UK's housing benefit bill had 
doubled under Labour control and reform 
was needed. 

Social housing claimants rose from 4,032 
in 2007/08 to 4,692 now, taking the district 
bill from £14.4m to £19.4m. 

Sir Tony said: "The reduction in housing 
benefit for those with spare bedrooms goes 
some way in redressing the balance, so that 
the social housing stock is used as evenly as 
it can be." 

Some 4,000 people are on the council's 
waiting list, but the authority is to take off 


2,800 who have no "realistic" chance of 
getting a home. 

Council Labour group leader Sean 
Woodcock said the change would make 
"little if any difference to the availability of 
affordable housing". 

He said: "These are people's homes and it 
is likely that many will just be unable to 
move for a variety of very good reasons. 

"All that will be achieved is that 
households, including those where someone 
may have a disability, find it even more 
difficult to make ends 
meet." 

A Department for Work 
and Pensions spokesman 
said the council had got 
£203,354 from a £155m 
fund to help those 
affected. 

She said: "Every 
household has to decide 
whether or not they can 
afford to have a spare 
bedroom. Families on 
benefits should be no 
different. 

"The Government 
simply cannot afford to 
pay for extra rooms." 

The changes do not include OAPs or a 
disabled tenant or partner who needs an 
extra room for carers. 

Same-sex children under 16 will be 
expected to share bedrooms and children 
under ten are expected to share, regardless of 
gender.

NEARLY 900 homes may 
soon be built on land to the 
north of Banbury. 

The major development on 
either side of Southam Road will 
see 880 homes built as well as a 
school, shops and a care home. 

Two separate planning 
applications have been 
submitted to Cherwell District 
Council by property 
development company Pandora 
Ltd. 

On the west side of Southam 
Road there will be 370 houses, 
while on the east side there will 
be 510 plus the school. 

Both sites have been 
earmarked in Cherwell District 
Council's development strategy 
for the next 20 years, which will 
see more than 1 6,000 homes 
built by 2031. 

The Local Plan, which has not 
yet been approved by the 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, earmarks sites for 
major development around the 
district over the coming years.

According to the proposed 
Local Plan, the 43-hectare site 
south of the M40, on either side 
of Southam Road, will need to 
provide a primary school and a 
community hall. 

District councillor Michael 
Gibbard, the council's planning 
chief, said: "The district needs 
housing. And that includes 
Banbury and Bicester probably 
taking the greater share of that, 
as much on sustainability 
grounds as anything else because 
the facilities are already there. 

"The Local Plan will provide a 
structured plan for housing and 
employment in the district and it 
is an important part of meeting 
that need. 

"We are hoping to submit it to 
the Secretary of State next 
month." 

The two planning applications 
have been submitted to Cherwell 
District Council, which will 
make a decision on them at a 
date yet to be set.

“We are confident that 
the hosted outreach 
service will meet the 
needs of the local 
community and secure 
services for the 
future.” 

Cropredy Parish 
Council’s Stuart 
Alexander said: “We 
would like a 
permanent location 
but, at the moment, 
that doesn’t seem to 
be feasible, so we are 
happy to get back a 
service at all.” 

A six-week 
consultation period 
closes on March 28. 
The service may begin 
during this time but 
would not affect the 
consultation, the firm 
said.

The building's owner, 
Zoe Fawcett-Shapland, 
closed the 1 7th-century 
pub and has now 
submitted a planning 
application for internal 
changes - to concerns 
from some residents. 

The application seeks 
listed building consent, 
so that a ground and 
second-floor flat could 
be created and 
alterations like new 
heating, courtyard roof 
and kitchen. 

Agent JPCC said 


council permission was 
not needed to change 
the building's official 
use, from pub to an 
estate agent's office, as 
argued by some 
residents. 

Mrs Fawcett-Shapland 
was not available for 
comment. 

But Bells Lane resident 
Peter Millar told the 
council: "The Bell Inn is 
an important historic 
structure and village 
amenity. 

"It has been an inn for 
more than 300 years and 
is believed to have been 
used at times by both 
Royalist and 

Parliamentarian forces as 
a billet during the Civil 
War. To see it converted 
would be a travesty."

forces nursery to close 
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One of the South Central Ambulances answers an emergency call this winter 

Action over 999 fleet 


HEALTH bosses have said 
they are bringing down the 
number of out-of-action 
ambulances after figures 
showed a third were off 
road during the winter 
period. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service said 18 per cent of 
its fleet was not in service 
because of technical 
problems and maintenance. 

New figures - from 
October to January - show 
30.9 per cent of the county’s 
ambulances and 18.3 per 
cent of its response cars 
were off the road. 

For ambulances in 
Buckinghamshire, 32.9 per 
cent broke down, with 21.2 
per cent in Berkshire and 


20.2 per cent in Hampshire. 

Trust spokesman Michelle 
Archer said “For a period of 
time at the end of last year 
we were seeing an 
increased number of 
vehicles off the road due to 
various faults. 

“We have made 
improvements to our vehicle 
maintenance service, which 
has meant that our vehicle 
off-the-road rate has now 
been reduced to 18 per 
cent.” 

The service expects 20 to 
25 per cent of its fleet to be 
off the road at any one time, 
she said. This is “similar at 
other ambulance trusts”. 

She said: “We would not 
anticipate it ever reaching 


the zero per cent mark.” 

The fleet was “complex”, 
she said, and the vehicles 
were taken off the road for 
planned maintenance, 
cleaning and defects, like 
punctures and radio faults. 

Anita Higham, chairman 
of the Oxfordshire Local 
Involvement Network, the 
official NHS watchdog, said: 
“It does surprise me. I didn’t 
think it would be anywhere 
near 30 per cent.” 

The figures follow 
criticism of SCAS, after it 
failed to meet response¬ 
time targets to get to three- 
quarters of the most urgent 
emergencies within eight 
minutes across large parts 
of Oxfordshire. 


A BANBURY pre-school is to 
close after 32 years following a 
second negative Ofsted report. 

In January 2012, Hill View Pre- 
School was judged inadequate by 
Ofsted and when inspectors 
returned to the pre-school in 
Hillview Crescent last month, they 
again gave the pre-school Ofsted's 
lowest rating. 

The pre-school committee has 
now confirmed it will close for good 
on March 29, which it claims is 
because the Government and 
Oxfordshire County Council have 
withdrawn funding. 

Committee members Kathryn 
Moggridge, who has one child at 
the pre-school, and Claire Boyland, 
said in a statement: "The huge 
majority of the parents and staff 
disagree with the result, as staff 
worked tirelessly to improve. 

"If the setting was seen as 
inadequate, why wasn't there more 
support from the local authority? 

"Parents have sent letters to 
Ofsted and the local authority but 
don't feel their views have been 
heard." 

They said they believed it would 
have been better for the pre-school 
to remain open until the end of the 
school year in July, to allow 
continuity of care for the 32 
children, aged three to five, who go 
to the pre-school, and queried 
whether the closure of the nursery 
left sufficient funded nursery places 
within the area. 

The pre-school was criticised for 
weak management, poor systems for 
assessing and monitoring 
performance of staff and slow 
development. 

But it was told staff showed they 
cared about the children, who were 
settled and secure, and was given a 
"satisfactory" rating for contribution 
towards children's well-being. 

The pre-school employs five 
members of staff. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
confirmed it had withdrawn funding 
from the nursery but said the choice

to close was made by the nursery, 
which could have remained open 
for non-funded places. 

A council spokesman said 
further nursery places were 
proposed at Hardwick and Arden 
Pre-school, a grant had been 
awarded to North Banbury 
Children's Centre to provide 
places, while Hanwell Fields 
Primary and Drayton Pre-school 
also had spaces. 

He said: "Hill View Pre-School's 
last two Ofsted reports had 
returned inadequate ratings and 
the quality of provision there had 
not improved in the previous 12 
months. This was despite extra 
teaching advisory support and 
further resources being provided 
by the county council following 
the pre-school's first inadequate 
Ofsted report in January 2012. 

"Pre-schools sign agreements 
with the council which make clear 
that if they provide sub-standard 
service over a period of time then 
the council can withdraw funding 
for pre-school placements. 

"Unfortunately, due to the latest 
Ofsted report's findings, it has been 
decided that this will happen at 
Hill View Pre-School."

Landlord 
tells of 
'drugs 
factory' 

A FORMER antique dealer 
started a cannabis factory in 
an old warehouse, a court was 
told. 

Leslie Ballard, of Broughton 
Road, Banbury, and 
Birmingham residents Gulfam 
Yousaf and Zafar Iqbal, deny 
producing the Class-B drug. 

On Monday, Oxford Crown 
Court heard how 87 mature 
cannabis plants were 
discovered in tents on the first 
and second floors of a 
building in Pepper Alley, 
Banbury, which Ballard was 
allegedly renting. 

Sandra Beck, prosecuting, 
said they were found by 
police, along with fertiliser 
and hydroponic growing 
equipment, last April after the 
building's owner became 
suspicious of his tenant and 
went to investigate. 

Property developer Peter 
Henry told the court how he 
had become worried after 
Ballard installed a locked 
door, preventing access to the 
first floor. 

He said the 59-year-old 
paid his £700 rent in cash, 
making him suspicious. 

Eventually he and his father- 
in-law went to the property 
and gained access to the first 
floor. 

He said: "I wanted to get to 
the bottom of what was going 
on there. 

"When I opened the door I 
felt a lot of heat. The windows 
were boarded up, which they 
never were before, and there 
were a number of glowing 
tents." 

Mr Henry said he reported 
the drugs factory to the police, 
who arrested Ballard, 35-year- 
old Iqbal and 39-year-old 
Yousaf, both from 
Birmingham. 

The trial continues.

Potholes? We are doing 
our best to repair them 


OXFORDSHIRE County 
Council has defiantly 
claimed it is on top of 
pothole repairs amid 
growing public anger at 
disintegrating roads. 

But it has admitted 
needing "at least" another 
£1 Om on top of what it had 
put aside to fix the swathes 
of hollowed out hazards. 

Deputy leader of the 
council Rodney Rose said 
he felt the repairs team was 
coping well as ice, floods 
and snow combined to 
open chunks of Tarmac. 

Despite dozens of 
pictures and motorists 
telling tales of crumbling 
roads, Mr Rose denied the 
council was failing in its 
duty as the number of 
potholes repaired in 
Oxfordshire had more than 
trebled in five years. 

He said: "If I could, I 
would completely resurface 
the roads every ten years. 
Then we would never see a 
pothole. But we simply 
haven't got the money.

"I appreciate that it is an 
issue that people get angry 
about, but I think we are 
doing a good job. In fact I 
don't believe anyone could 
do a better job, given the 
cash we have. 

"Our roads would 
compare to anywhere else 
in the country, considering 
what we have. I would 
challenge anyone to find a 
better standard. 

"We would need another 
£1 Om on top of what we 
are spending for structural 
maintenance. 

"We're likely to be 
spending about £14.5m on 
the roads over the coming 
year. 

"I think we're doing well, 
considering the weather we 
are having. 

"It's caused problems the 
like I have never seen 
before, with all the wet and 
the frost. 

"There are so many 


potholes coming through 
now, it is all we can do to 
keep up. 

"Water and Tarmac do 
not get on. So, if you factor 
in all the rain and then the 
frost digging in and 
expanding, it is making the 
roads crumble. It takes a lot 
of resurfacing. 

"I would urge anyone 
who sees a pothole to 
report it to us so we can go 
out and have a look." 

In 2008/09, Oxfordshire 
County Council repaired 
8,902 potholes, but by 
2011/12 that number had 
doubled. 

It said by the end of next 
month it was likely to have 
repaired about 32,000 
defects since April 2012. 

But it declined to state 
how many it had fixed so 
far this year. 

And it did not respond 
when asked how much of 
the £14.5m roads budget 
would be spent solely on 
repairing roads.

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Building delays as new marina is 'awash' 


A NEW marina in North Oxfordshire has been 
delayed by severe winter weather that has 
waterlogged the ground. 

The 249-berth Cropredy Marina, north of the 
village, has been delayed by “a few weeks” and is 
now expected to open on July 1. 

The site sits on dense clay, which has become 
waterlogged in the heavy rainfall and is taking time 
to dry out. 

Cropredy Marina developer Tim Langer said: 
“Severe winter weather over the past few months 
has led to delays in the construction. 

“Our contractors have done a brilliant job to get 


as far as they have and, despite awful conditions, 
have managed to keep work going on site until 
mid-January. 

“The main basin is already fully excavated, and 
the canal entrances have been built. 

“However, the ground is now so waterlogged 
that they have had to suspend operations for a few 
weeks.” 

He said customers were receiving regular 
updates and those affected by the delay would be 
accommodated at Crick Marina until Cropredy 
opens.

Rubbish idea of

OXFORDSHIRE County Council 
has come up with a new 
scheme to raise money - and 
it's rubbish. 

Councillors want to set up "reuse 
shops" at its recycling centres - 
selling second-hand furniture, 
crockery and toys in the hope the 
waste dumps will then be able to 
cover their own running costs. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth said: 
"We hope to make enough to cover 
the cost of running the centres. 

"It would be fantastic if they did." 

Last year, the council proposed 
closing the recycling centres in 
Standford-in-the-Vale and Ardley, 
and replacing them with a £3m 
superdump in Kidlington as part of a 
plan to save £750,000. 

But the scheme ran into problems 
over land ownership at the 
Kidlington site. 

In the new reuse shops, people 
leaving their rubbish won't be paid 
any money for their donations, and 
the items will be sold for a small 
cost.

The council's cabinet member for 
growth and infrastructure, Hilary 
Hibbert-Biles, said: "Oxfordshire is 
currently the best county council in 
England for recycling and 
composting, and we want to 
continue to improve, helping 
residents to produce less waste and 
recycling as much as they can. 

"With ongoing national pressure 
on public finances, all councils are 
having to come up with new ideas 
to generate income, and if the trial 
is successful, we will consider using 
reuse areas to help fund waste 
management services, as well as 
providing a new opportunity for 
visitors to pick up a bargain." 

This month, the council's 
recycling contractor, Weymouth and 
Sherborne Recycling (W & S), 
launched a six-month trial of the 
scheme at its recycling centre in 
Alkerton. 

If the trial goes well, the county 
council could adopt the scheme 


itself and use the income generated 
to offset some of the costs of 
running waste management 
services. 

Visitors will be encouraged to 
donate anything from crockery and 
collectables to furniture and kitchen 
equipment, provided it is in good 
condition. 

However, the shop will not be 
able to sell electrical items during 
the trial, as the contractor does not 
have the facility to test them for 
safety. 

Donations can be left by the 
public in the reuse areas, and they 
will be priced by W & S staff on 
site. 

The on-site reuse trial will help 
the council judge the demand for 
these facilities and provide 
information as to the amount of 
material that can be reused through 
them. 

The trials will not cost the council 
anything to run, as all resources and 
staffing will be provided by the 
contractor.

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Midwifery unit report tells us very little, say campaigners 


Information lacking 
on maternity unit 


STAFF at Chipping Norton 
maternity unit were not 
operating on a "unified and 
cohesive basis", a report says. 

Births at the Midwifery-Led Unit 
(MLU) are still suspended after an 
investigation was launched in 
October last year. 

A full review of working practices at 
the unit is due to be seen by Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust (OUHT) 
board members in March. 

But an interim report to 
Oxfordshire's joint health overview 
and scrutiny committee, by head of 
midwifery Jane Herve and planning 
and information director Andrew 
Stevens, said nothing was wrong with 
the rate of recent births transferred to 
other hospitals. 

The report said: "An analysis of 
recent transfers has shown that these 
were entirely appropriate and done to 
ensure the safety of the mother and 
baby. 

"It appears that some staff have 
recently been more cautious when 
working in the Cotswold Maternity

Unit because of the prevailing culture 
of the unit; this is related to the fact 
that the team was not operating in a 
unified and cohesive basis. 

"A number of concerns have been 
raised by staff who have been on the 
periphery of the units at Chipping 
Norton. These relate to the culture 
and the difficulties this has caused 
between groups of staff. This will be 
addressed in the main report." 

The OUHT refused to comment 
further on the findings so far, and said 
it would wait for the final report 
before it revealed the content of 
concerns raised. 

The district councillor for Chipping 
Norton, Annie Roy-Barker, said it was 
"disgraceful" that residents and 
patients were being kept in the dark. 

She said: "People think it's an awful 
long time for it to be closed, and we 
want to see normality restored as

soon as possible. 

"People are saying the usual sort of 
thing people say when they are 
completely in the dark. People are 
asking what's going on." 

After the suspension of births last 
year, concerns were raised about the 
rate at which births were transferred 
to other units, such as the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford. 


At the time, it was revealed the 
transfer rate was about 45 per cent, 
but Ms Herve said it should have 
been closer to 25 per cent. 

Between April 2009 and March 
2010, 159 babies were born under 
the care of the unit. The following 
year that fell to 92, and during the 
following year 11 7 babies were born 
at the unit. 

Between April last year and the 
suspension in October, 33 babies 
were born there. 

Following the suspension of births at 
the unit, a claim was made through 
the "gopetition" website that two 
midwives had been suspended from 
the unit after raising concerns about 
work practices and safety. 

The petition, which now has 658 
signatures, called for them to be 
reinstated, but the OUHT has refused 
to even confirm the suspension or 
make any comment.

Teaming up to cut 
those energy bills 


A COLLECTIVE buying scheme is 
set to be launched in parts of 
Oxfordshire that could save 
households up to £200 off their 
electricity bill. 

People are being urged to sign up 
for the initiative. It would be run by 
firm iChoosr, which negotiates a deal 
on behalf of large groups of residents. 

The move, called the Better 
Together campaign, is being 
supported by Cherwell and West 
Oxfordshire district councils. 

People are being asked to register 
an interest before April 8. The first 
mass negotiation will take place in 
April. 

Organiser iChoosr is behind similar 
successful schemes in Holland and 
Belgium. 

Andy Bowe, of Cherwell District 
Council's Eco Bicester project, said: 
"We estimate people can save £200 a 
year on their electric bill, so it's a 
community benefit. 

"There is a six-week registration 
period to see how many people are 
interested. We are trying to get more

people to do it as it brings people 
together to get the best deal." 

He said if the scheme was 
successful, it could be used to 
negotiate better deals for other 
services, such as insurance or mobile 
telephones. 

Mr Bowe said: "It could be a big 
shift in the way people buy services. 
It's all about saving money on energy 
bills and tackling fuel poverty." 

Gabi Kaiser, services development 
manager at Cherwell who is heading 
up the project on behalf of both 
councils, said: "By joining forces 
we're a better customer for the energy 
company. 

"We offer them a whole host of 
households to supply, and with more 
likely custom, they offer a more 
competitive price." 

By registering, people are not under 
any obligation to change supplier, but 
will be given rates to compare with 
their current bill. 

Figures provided by Oxfordshire 


Waste Partnership show gas and 
electricity costs have doubled since 
2004, when the average household 
bill was £600 compared with £1,310 
in 2012. 

David Harvey, environment chief at 
West Oxfordshire District Council, 
said: "We have been piloting a 
scheme for buying oil which has been 
done by Oxfordshire Rural 
Community Council and has been 
immensely successful. 

"It made us think, if we can do it 
for oil, we can do it for gas and 
electricity." 

Nigel Morris, Cherwell's executive 
member for energy and climate 
change, said: "With spiralling energy 
costs and fuel poverty becoming an 
increasing problem, we felt it was 
important for the council to step in 
and help. 

"We hope that with our support, 
energy customers in Oxfordshire will 
end up with cheaper bills by signing 
up to the Better Together campaign."

ACADEMY schools are seizing 
powers to change admissions 
rules. 

Among these are plans to include 
entry tests for new pupils, and the 
ability to give greater priority to 
children of staff members. 

Already two county secondary 
schools have announced plans to 
change admissions criteria, using 
new powers given under academy 
status. 

Banbury Academy will have 
prospective pupils sit a test and 
prioritise two primaries, while 
Wallingford School would give 
more priority to staff children. 

Headteachers said the changes 
would give them more scope to 
make improvements - but both a 
leading school principal and a 
union warned of the changes 
leading to "selection". 

There are currently 26 county 
academies, out of 275 state primary 
and secondary schools. A further 1 6 
schools have already lined up, 
wanting to convert too. 

Pupils who want to attend 
Banbury Academy - formerly 
Banbury School - will have to take 
a literacy test for a September 2014 
entry. 

A set number of places will then 
be allocated to three ability bands - 
set nationally - in a bid to keep it 
"fully comprehensive". 

This will help it keep places for 
the less able, as more "advantaged" 
youngsters are expected to arrive by 
the time the planned 1,000-home 
Bankside estate is completed, said 
executive principal Dr Fiona 
Hammans. 

She added: "If you look at any 
highly-popular school, the sharp- 
elbowed middle classes will find

their way into the school they want. 

"We want to make sure that we 
maintain a truly comprehensive 
school, and the first way to do that 
is to have literacy testing." 

Pupils at Dashwood and Harriers 
academy primaries - part of the 
sponsor trust it belongs to - will get 
priority over other primaries under 
the plans. 

The school is under-subscribed at 
the moment, but the changes could 
affect pupils if demand exceeds 
places. 

Meanwhile, Wallingford School 
wants to give priority to the children 
of staff, who have been working at 
the school for more than two years, 
over catchment-area children and 
those with siblings at the school. 

Headteacher Nigel Willis said he 
would be "surprised" if this change 
took away more than ten places a

year, while having the bonus of 
attracting and retaining staff. 

He said: "We sometimes lose 
talented teachers and I think we 
need to have a better chance of 
retaining them." 

Teachers at the school - which is 
over-subscribed most years - will 
also have a "vested interest" in its 
success, he said. 

But Oxford Spires Academy 
principal Sue Croft raised concerns. 

The school still runs its 
admissions through Oxfordshire 
County Council, which manages 
admissions for non-academies. 

She said: "Admissions are 
complex. It needs to be centrally 
organised to remain fair. 

"Anything that you do that 
changes the criteria is a form of 
selection. Our job is to be a service 
to the whole community." 

And Ed Finch, spokesman for the 
Oxfordshire branch of the National 
Union of Teachers, said that testing 
for "selection purposes would look 
like the thin end of a very 
dangerous wedge". 

Giving more priority to staff 
children "would not be good for 
relationships between families and 
schools," he added. 

The county's education chief, 
Melinda Tilley, said she supported 
schools' rights to become academies 
and set admission policy. 

She said: "It is really up to the 
school. We don't have any control 
over it." 

Academies must still abide by the 
School Admissions Code, which has 
minimum standards such as giving 
priority to children in care. 

Banbury Academy and 
Wallingford School are still 
consulting over their proposals.

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■ Survey staged to see how light pollution is creeping accross the county 


Stargazers tell 
of the vanishing 
dark night skies 


GAZE up at the stars and enjoy the 
night sky while you still can, light- 
pollution campaigners have warned. 

Star Count Week 2013 was being 
organised this month by the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England 
and the British Astronomical 
Association's Campaign for Dark 
Skies. 

Families across Oxfordshire were 
asked to stare up at the night, count 
the stars in the sky and plot them on 
an online map. 

The project was to monitor light 
pollution caused by security lights, 
floodlights and street lights. 

And CPRE Oxfordshire has warned 
that anyone living in Oxfordshire 
was likely to be in for a shock, as

there are now few truly dark nights. 

Spokesman Jane Tomlinson said: 
"It's such a shame, but it is a dying 
phenomenon in Oxfordshire to see a 
truly dark night. Unless you live in a 
village without street lights, you will 
rarely get a real dark night. 

"People are starting to notice the 
creep from light covering up the 
stars. Anyone who lives near an 
industrial area or floodlit area will 
really notice the creep from light 
pollution. Over the last 20 years it 
has got so bad that there is virtually 
nowhere you can see a dark sky." 

Those who took part in the 2013 


Star Count, simply went out after 
dark and counted the number of 
stars that could be seen within the 
four corner points of the Orion 
constellation. 

The easiest way to find Orion was 
to look in the southwest sky, the 
same direction that household 
satellite dishes face, for three bright 
stars close together in an almost- 
straight line. These three stars 
represent Orion's belt. 

Seeing more than 30 stars within 
Orion means dark skies; fewer than 
ten indicates severe light pollution. 

Results from last year's event 
showed that 60 per cent of people 
across the UK were living with 
severe light pollution.

Nutcracker's childlike glee 


O ver a century has passed 
since the enchanting 
Nutcracker was first 
performed, and through the 
Moscow City Ballet it continues 
to capture the magic of even 
the modern childhood. 

The curtains lifted at The Royal 
and Derngate in Northampton - 
and there came a surprise; the 
excitement and childlike energy in 
a room of people waiting to be 
taken back to a time when they 
still believed in fairies. 

Tchaikovky’s initial overture is 
so playful that the orchestra 
immediately absorbed the 
audience and the performers 
transfixed us with their physical 
springs and glides that sprinkled 
us with a beautiful sense of 
nostalgia. 

The enormous Christmas tree 
brought a sense of Siberian 
forestry. Each present grew 
bigger and more sparkling than 
any of the children dared to 
dream, and the parents moved in 
elegant unison, depicting the ideal 
mixture of authority, wisdom, and 
kindness. None of the harsh and 


sinister realities of adult life could 
seep into this picture. No sex, nor 
jealousy, hate, or spite. Everything 
moved like clockwork as the time 
hypnotically passed. 

But of course like all stories, 
darkness enters. The most vivid 
image continues to haunt me: a 
family of deprived and crooked 
mice dart their way on to stage. 
They claw at the toy soldiers with 
menacing accord, only to be 
waltzed and whiskered out by a 
defeating blow from its 
protagonist, Clara. As her 


Nutcracker Doll transforms into a 
handsome prince, unknowing if 
she has found true love or true 
friendship, her body floats with 
his lead into the breathtaking 
Palace of the Sugar Plum Fairy. 

This show charmed and 
delighted me, reminding me of 
how the world can be when our 
imaginations and fantasies are 
allowed space to run free.

Fantasy tale of witches 
and love casts a spell 


BEAUTIFUL CREATURES (12A, 124 
mins) Fantasy/Romance/Drama.

B ased on the first book in the 
Caster Chronicles series by 
Kami Garcia and Margaret 
Stohl, Beautiful Creatures is the film 
that Twilight yearned to be. 

Smart, sassy and entertainingly 
camp, Richard LaGravenese's 
supernatural love story is a guilty 
pleasure riddled with teen angst, 
mystical curses and ridiculous plot 
twists as it plays out the forbidden 
romance of a mortal boy and an 
enchanted girl. 

Here, we're spared pouting 
vampires and bare-chested 
werewolves, and plunged instead 
into the choking kudzu of South 
Carolina, where witches - or 
Casters as they prefer to be called - 
stare mournfully from magnificent 
Gothic mansions. 

LaGravenese marshals an 
impressive cast to lend gravitas to 
peripheral adult roles. 

Oscar winners Jeremy Irons and 
Emma Thompson engage in a 
private battle to determine who can 
chew the most scenery in limited 
screen time. 

The London-born actress 
triumphs in their pivotal showdown, 
slinking like a wild cat as she 
whoops, cackles and tousles her 
hair with villainous glee. 

Subtlety packs its bags and heads 
out of town early in LaGravenese's 


script, which labours heavily on the 
bogus hocus-pocus and hammers 
home every plot development. 

So, when the accursed heroine 
puts the safety of the people she 
loves before her own happiness, the 
film cuts to the town's pastor 
delivering a heartfelt sermon on the 
theme of sacrifice. 

We get it. 

Seventeen-year-old Ethan Wate 
(Alden Ehrenreich) is itching to 
escape the backwater of Gatlin for 
the big city. 

"It's South Carolina's least famous 
middle of nowhere," he drawls in 
voiceover. 

His restlessness is soothed by the 
arrival of Lena Duchannes (Alice 
Englert), the enigmatic niece of 
reclusive landowner Macon 
Ravenwood (Jeremy Irons). 

She looks exactly like the girl 
who has been haunting Ethan's 
dreams and it takes no time for the 
love-struck lad to fall for her sullen 
charms. 

Alas, Lena is reluctant to let 
Ethan into her life because she is a 
Caster and on her forthcoming 16th 
birthday she must take part in a 
ritual known as the Claiming, which 
will dictate whether she is destined 
to use her powers for good or evil. 

A burgeoning attraction to Ethan 
- a mortal - is forbidden but Lena 
cannot resist his goofy grin, despite 
dire warnings from Bible-bashing 
busybody Mrs Lincoln (Emma 
Thompson) and town librarian 
Amma (Viola Davis).
